Personal Exemptions and Credit 
For Dependents 
Domestic relations enter into the 
making of an income tax return. 
This shows itself in the matter of 
personal exemptions. Too many tax- 
payers do not understand who is 
legally the head of a family, or 
what is a dependent. As a conse- 
quence, they overpay the govern- 
ment by not claiming their proper 
exemptions and credits. Of course, 
the audit of their returns discloses 
most of these errors, but not all of 
them, due to negligence or lack of 
understanding of the income tax 

law and regulations. 


Care is taken in drafting the in- 
structions for filling out the forms 
to make them simple and easily un- 
derstood. The taxpayer should study 
these instructions before making 
out his or her return. 

The head of a family, as defined 
by the income tax regulations, is 
one who, because of a legal or mor- 
al obligation, supports and main- 
tains in one household a dependent 
individual, or individuals, closely 
connected with him by blood, mar- 
riage, or adoption. As such, he or 
she is entitled to a personal ex- 
emption of $2,000. 

A credit of $400 
each dependent. A dependent is one 
under 18 years of age, or one who is 
physically or mentally defective and 
incapable of self-support. He need 
not live with nor be related to the 
taxpayer. 

If husband and wife 
to the spport of a dependent, 


contribute 
the 


$400 credit may be taken by the one - 


contributing the chief support, and 
it may not be divided between them. 
Likewise. if two members of a fam- 
ily contribute to the support of a 
dependent, the one who contributes 
more than one half of the support 
may claim the credit. 

Both the personal exemption and 
the credit for dependents must be 
pro-rated when the status of the 
taxpayer changed during the year. 

Exemptions Allowed Couples 

Married During Taxable Year 

The credit for dependents as 
well as the personal exemption is 
required to be prorated where 
change of status occurs during the 
taxable year, and these credits are 
allowable not only for the purpose 
of computing the normal tax but 
also the surtax. A fractional part 
of a month is to be disregarded un- 
less it amounts to more than half a 
month, in which case it is consider- 
ed a month. 

For example, a single man and a 
single woman who were married on 
July 20, 1940, and lived together 
during the remainder of the year 
would be entitled to a personal ex- 
emption of $1,766.67 in a joint re- 
turn for the calendar year 1940, 
which amount is seven-twelfths of 
$800 for the husband while single, 
plus seven-twelfths of $800 for the 
wife while single, plus five-twelfths 
of $2,000 for the period during which 
they were married. If separate re- 
turns are filed, each is entitled toa 
personal exemption of $888.88 which 
is seven-twelfths of $2,000. If during 
the year 1940 the husband or the 
wife had the status of the head of 
a family prior to their marriage. he 
or she would be entitled to his or 
her pro rata share of the personal 
exemption of $2,000 allowed the 
head of a family for the period prior 
to their marriage instead of merely 
that allowed a single person. 

However, for the period of their 
marriage any exemption to which 
either might be entitled as the head 
of a family would be merged in the 
joint personal exemption for that 
period. The joint personal exemp- 
tion allowable in the case of a couple 
who ‘were married and living - to-

Local Loans Outstanding 
$1,317,148, Increase Of 
About $100,000 Over ‘39 


El Dorado County is well up front 
in the march of progress, according 
to E. Ogden Hook, manager of the 
Placerville branch of the Bank of

At the end of the year, funds on 
deposit at the local branch totalled 
$2,903,244, a net gain of $157,843 
over the end of 1939.

“But it is our volume of loans that 
tells the real story,” said Mr. Hook.

These plants were described by 
Mr. Downing as the last major step 
in a $50,000,000 construction pro- 
gram started two years ago to meet 
the power requirements for North- 
ern and Central California until 
the spring of 1945.

‘Learning to Read 


Family Sessions Fun 


By GARRY CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.D. 7 


@ FREQUENTLY in this column 
I have urged parents to read to the 
child, beginning in his gecond year 
and continuing long past the time he 
enters school. Thes a parent not 
only gives a child wholesome pleas- 
ure but also cultivates ease and 
force of expression in him, fires his 
imagination or fills him with facts 
and motivates him to learn to read, 
by and by, to himself. 

Something else happens when the 
parent reads daily to the child for 
years and years. The parent im- 
proves his own speech and style of 
writing. I can testify. I used to 
speak and write more laboriously 
than at present. When I wrote my 
doctor’s dissertation I toiled for 
weeks and months writing it after 
all the data were assembled; and 
when it was finished it was hard to 
read. For a number of years there- 
after I still wrote with great diffi- 
culty, having to re-write repeatedly. 


Helpful to Parents, Too 


But, beginning with the first 
child, about 1914, I read to him, and 
continued with him and the other 
children as they came along, I event- 
ually developed a much simpler 
style and slowly acquired more ease 
in writing. However bad it be still, 
it certainly has improved in direct- 
ness and simplicity since then. 

The reason is not hard to find. 
Folk lore and other materials such 
as Kipling’s Just So Stories, Robin- 
son Crusoe and the Bible, from 
which I read to these children have 
choice style. As you read to your 
baby and young child, my fellow 
parent, you not only help him but 
you also help yourself. You improve 
your own speech and writing. 

Time was when nearly all reading 
at school was oral reading. By and 
by it was discovered that many chil- 
dren could read well without know- 
ing what they read. Then there de- 
veloped a strong emphasis at school 
on silent reading so that many chil- 
dren now in high school can scarcely 
read aloud from a page of average 
difficulty. Naturally such a person 
does not read aloud for pleasure. 
Fortunately, the pendulum is slowly 
swinging to more oral! reading. 

The youth or adult who wishes to 


improve his vocabulary, his ease 
and forcefulness of speech and writ- 
ing, should read aloud every day. 
Abraham Lincoln read aloud not 
only while a boy but also when a 
man, even while in the White House, 
This fact may help explain the sim- 
ple potent English he employed. 


Habit of Reading Aloud 


Lincoln’s speeches are good mate- 
rial for us and our children to read 
aloud. So also are some of the books 
Abe Lincoln read, including Robin- 
son Crusoe, Pilgrim’s Progress and 
the Bible. There’s no better English 
to read than the Psalms, Isaiah, or 
the Gospels, in the King James Ver- 
sion. Fortunate the family where 
its members often read aloud to one 
another. When all alone in a hotel, 
where a Bible usually is in every 
room, I often read aloud hoping to 
improve my style of speech and 
writing. Any one who cares can im- 
prove his expression “without mon- 
ey and without price.”

Solving Parent Problems 


Q. Would you spank a tot of three 
who deliberately had thrown a block 
at the mirror, in order to make him 
pick up the block after he had re- 
fused to do so? 


A. No; I wouldn’t even command 
him to pick it up then. I would leave 
the block or pick it up myself. But 
I would spank him immediately 
after he had so thrown the block to 
keep him from repeating a like of- 
fense. I would try to make painful 
only the thing I wanted him not to 
do or repeat. I would try to make | 
pleasant what I wanted him to do or 
do again. 


Q. Can we at home help educate 
our children against cheating at 
school? 

A. Yes; by exercising ideals and 
habits of integrity in ourselves and 
cultivating in our children from 
their early years the desire to rely 
on themselves. 


Helping Child With Phonics 


By GARRY CLEVELAND MYERS, P8.D. 


MANY parents who themselves 
learned in early childhood to read 
by sounding out letters, syllables 


and words are distressed to find that 


their child is given little or no train- 
ing in phonics at school. Sometimes 
this concern may be justified. 


But my readers should know that 


phonics are coming back, though in 


a somewhat different, and, I think, 


better form. They are coming back 
in a form which many parents easily 
ean employ in helping their children 
at home. Within the last few years 
I have seen in numerous classrooms 
samples of this newer form of teach- 
ing phonics. 

Sounds are associated with pic- 
tures. First the initial sound of a 
word is so associated. For example, 
on the wall is a large picture of a 
ball with the word ball printed un- 
der it. This picture has been drawn 
or cut from an old magazine. In 
like form appear pictures of bat, 
boat, bell, etc. The child learns in 
this manner the sound of 6 when 
used at the beginning of a word. In 
like fashion, with the aid of pic- 
tures, he learns the sounds of other 
consonants. 


Pleasant Experience 


Pasting, cutting or drawing such 
pictures, and printing and typing 
the appropriate word with each pic- 
ture, ean be a pleasant experience 
for the child and the parent working 
together, whether the child is just 

_ beginning to read and spell or is 
having help in some reading or 
spelling difficulty. What an inter- 
esting scrapbook may be made in 


- this fashion! 


This exercise offers the advantage 
of having the child see frequently 
the same letter at the z of 
a word, helping him gain aequaint- 


ance with the appearance and sound 
of this letter, rendering him less 
likely to confuse it with another 
letter. 


Make Scrapbooks 


In one class I also observed a sec- 
ond grade teacher having her chil- 
dren make scrapbooks of words they 
had clipped from old magazines and 
newspapers, to illustrate sound 
blends. I have before me a scrap- 
book sent me from this school. On 
page 1, column 1, is br. Under it 
are pasted: British, Briton, brand, 
bride, break, brick, bridge, break- 
fast, etc. Under er, next column, 
are: cross, cracker, cream, cripple, 
craft, etc. There are many paves 
like these. Any child with very 
little guidance could make one at 
home. 


Such projects are valuable. not 
only for helping the child attack 
new words in reading but also at 
helping him in spelling. If your 
child, in the grades, seems not to 
grasp the simple sounds in spelling, 
especially of vowels, print for him 
or have him print from copy groups 
of words that rhyme, like fat, mat, 
pat; hug, mug, rug; hill, mill, pill. 


Solving Parent Problems 


Q. Do you believe the home can 
withstand practically any kind of 
evil outside influence? 


A. If we parents pussessed char- 
acter enough, knew enough and 
could apply all we know in guiding 
our child’s habits and attitudes at 
home, all the while winning and 
maintaining his complete confidence 
and love, nothing could prevail 
against him. I honestly believe the 
possibilities of good influences of 
the home exceed all the possibilities 
of evil influences outside the home. 
Perhaps none of us parents will ever 
fully realize these possibilities.

BUSINESS—There seems to be no 
let-up, or even prospect of one, in 
the steady expansion of industrial 
activity. Biggest step-ups, natur- 
ally, are in defense goods industries, 
but the fact that these call upon a 
wide range of industries furnishing 
the raw materials, has considerable 
effect in spreading out the work of 
producing and moving goods.

NEW FARM MARKET—The war 
has been costly for American farm- 
ers. Wheat shipments, for example, 
dropped from 61,165,000 bushels in 
the 10 months ending November 1, 
1939, to 13,500,000 bushels in the 
same period last year. At the same 
time however, farmers specializing in 
natively “old world” crops like limes, 
figs and lemons are enjoying ex- 
panded markets. Whereas 176,000 
boxes of lemons were imported in 
1932, practically none are now pur- 
chased abroad, and domestic pro- 
duction rose from 17,600,000 boxes 
in 1931 to more than 12,000,000 boxes 
last year. Grape growers, who bene- 
fited from a 60 per cent increase in 
American wine consumption between 
1935 and 1939, look for an even more 
promising future with the entry in- 
to the field of firms with nation- 
wide distribution facilities. For 
example, Schenley Distillers, for- 
merly large importers of European 
wines, have just purchased the fam- 
ous Cresta Blanca winery at Liver- 
more, Calif. According to Harry 
Caddow, secretary-manager of the 
Wine Institute, this trend will be of 
“immediate and lasting benefit to 
grape growers,” and will make the 
public even more conscious and ap- 
preciative of the fine quality of our 
American wines.”

Working with the Na- 
tional Consumer-Retailer Council 
and using standards established by 
the Agricultural Marketing Service 
of the Department of Agriculture, 
the A & P is extending the system 
to Grade C, which, the council is 
pointing out, brings within reach 
of the most family budget virtually 
all the nutritive food values ne- 
cessary to health. The company at 
the same time worked out with 
the council a new type label, long 
sought by consumers — an informa- 
tive label—designed to tell buyers 
what they are getting in the way of 
quality and quantity.
